SB 5929 - DIGEST

Provides that on the second conviction or finding, the
department shall cancel the person's intermediate driver's license
and the person shall surrender it to the department. The person
may apply for a driver's instruction permit. The person may not
reapply for a driver's license for a period of six months or until
the person reaches eighteen years of age, whichever occurs first.

Provides that if the person holding the driver's instruction
permit previously held an intermediate driver's license that was
cancelled under RCW 46.20.267, then a licensed driver with at least
ten years of driving experience must occupy the seat beside the
driver.
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
